colors, in such a way that the shavy- 
en figure could easily be seen, roll 
up trousers at least one foot above 
tops of boots, put om a green ie 
and add a@ pennant and ribpvons to 
his attire. The regulations said that 
this costume was to be worn dally 
from Commencement until Field 
Day, on the Public highway as well | 
as around the campus, On Field 
| Day arrangements were made to 
parade the Freshmen thus arrayed 
before the assembled multitudes 

Claims Rights 

Among others Dwight Rice 
claimed the right to ignore these de 
mands, Having been actively inter- | 
ested in fair sport during his 
course at Strathcona High, at Cam 
| rose Norma] and as a teacher in Al 
jberta for four years, he declared 
that the kind of sport called for i: 
this initiation program was con 
trary to all the recognized rules of 
the game since it demanded that 
the freshman make a_ clown of 
|himself for the amusement of the 
Sophomores and to the disgust of 
publi citizens. He also feels that 
such demands, encouraged class dor 
mination contrary to the Goldon 
Rule. are a violation of personal 
rights which no one has authority 
to demand of the individual in a 
free country; and that in addition 
this program, if obeyed, would cn- 
tail a wasteful expenditure of at 
least $500.00 for the Freshmen 
students which could not be justi- 
fied when already, each student, as 
a part of his regulur fees, had to 
contribute Seven Dollars to the stu- 
dent's Union which is used main- 
ly im support of sport and social 
| activities, 
| ordingly Mr Rice ignored 
jth demands, and expected that 
jafter Field Day the matter would 
be dropped. Instead of this, on De- 
'cember 12, the Sophomores sum- 
moned him to appear before the 
court on the charge of not comply- 
jing with their Initiation demands 
A second summons was issued in 
January demand'ng an appearance 
|before their Court on the 1léth 
These, Mr. Rice ignored 

Matter Taken Up 

At this stage the Students’ Union 
}took up the matter and summoned 
Mr. Rice to appear before their 
court, Jan. 21. In the meantime of- 
ficers of the Sophomore year and 
of the Students’ Union, even the 
chief justice of the Students’ Court 
waylaid the student between lec- 
tures and in one case calied him 
|from a class exercise, to ply him 
with theats in support of their con 
tentions that he must submit in 
jthis matter. They also assured him 
that the farther the case went, the 
worse it would be for him, since 
the committee on student affairs 
would certainly endorse the judg- 
j}ment of the student courts im this 
matter, 

All these, the student ignored and 
continued at lectures until Jan. ?1. 
On that date the Siudenis’ Court 
handed out the following judgment 
against him 

The Judgment 

“The case is one of double cf- 
fence—corntempt of Sophomore 
Court and contempt of the Studeits’ 
Court. The chief justice drew <t- 
tention to the fact that this court 


was the only body carrying out dis- 


cipline in this University, and that 
disobedience to its orders was A 
very serious offence
